But this country would object to that as infringing on 
the Monroe Doctrine, which was recognized in the covenant of the 
League of Nations itself as a legitimate “regional understanding.” 
Perhaps the best way to handle the matter would be through 
a Pan-American commission.

The controversy between Peru and Chile is a disturbing note 
In Pan American relations, and may have wider complications. 
Public opinion in this country cannot disregard it. 
The old quarrel, of IO years’ standing, over the possession of 
the provinces of Tacna and Arma, is not settled as North Ameri 
cane hoped it would be by the decision of President Coolidge as 
arbiter. 
In deciding for a "plebiscite'' or referendum in those 
provinces, to determine their allegiance, he merely gave the Peru­ 
vians what they were promised originally by Philo, and what they i*)u»ky t.» d ream lan d 
have always demanded. 
But now the Peruvians insist that, after 
so long an occupation, no referendum there could be fair with 
Chile in control. 
So they insist that, if the referendum is held, 
the United States must take charge of it to insure fair play. 
There is no use in abusing the Peruvians aa "poor sports." 
Their fear of an unfair deal may be well founded. It looks as if 
some outside authority ought to preside over that plebiscite. 
The United States government does not want to do it. 
So 
there is some talk among South Amen cains of asking the League 
of Nations to superintend the job, as it has done in similar cases in 
Europe. 
But this country would object to that as infringing on 
the Monroe Doctrine, which was recognized in the covenant of the 
League of Nations itself as a legit imate "regional understanding." 
Perhaps the best way to handle the matter would be through 
a Pan-American commission. 
lf the republics of North and 
South America are not yet closely enough associated to provide 
such machinery, they ought to be without much more delay. How
